Claims 3, 36-40, and 42 (now renumbered 8-14, respectively) now recite a computer 

readable memory. Although this exact term is not used in the specification, pages 54-55 

disclose that the system may be implemented using software stored on a recording medium, 

such as a memory stick. 

The examiner presumes that the term "computer readable memory" excludes signals 

and carrier waves, as these do not constitute memories.
